Locust at Sixth | 
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Col. Reeves, Former New 
Jersey Prohibition Ad- 
ministrator, Assails 18th 
Amendment. 


Charges that the Federa! prohibi- 
tion service has proved to be “a 
training school for bootleggers’’ 
were made by Col. gra L, Reeves, 
former prohibition administrator in 
New Jersey and now divisional 
manager of the Crusaders, national 
anti-prohibition group, in an ad- 
dress last night at the State-wide 
conference of the Missouri branch 
of the Women’s Organization for 
National Prohibition Reform at the 
Park Plaza Hotel. - ° 

“Show me one ex-prohibition 
agent who is leading a decent life 
since leaving the service, and I will 
show you two who are engaged in 
bootlegging, rum running, gaurding 
gangsters or some other activity al- 
lied with the bootlegging industry,” 
Col. Reeves said. “As for me, I 
have more confidence in my neigh- 
bors—even in the over-advertised 
police—than I have in any Federal 
prohibition group I ever saw. If 
we cannot trust our neighbors in 
our cities, in our counties, in our 
states, to enforce a law, then there 
can be no hopes of its enforce- | 
ment.’”’ 4 

Charges Neglect of Duty. 

Discussing the difficulty of en- 
forcement further, Col. Reeves said 
that part of it might be visualized 
“‘when one stops to think that prac- 
tically every still, every saloon, 
every beer flat, every night club, 
every roadhouse, every cutting 
plant, every wildcat brewery, every 
bootlegger and every major viola- 
tion of the prohibition laws, .- is 
known to some officer, Federal, 
county, city or state, whose sworn 
duty it is to make arrests and 
prosecute the offender, but who 
fails to perform his duty. 

“Officers, more often than not, 
are paid by the violator for pro- 
tection. Furthermore, there is no 
deep conviction on their part as to 
the wickedness or seriousness of 
the violation. There are more im- 
portant laws to enforce.”’ 

He estimated the gross income 
of bootleggers at $3,000,000,000.a 
year and asserted that at least half 
that amount was paid for protec- 


‘| tion of violators. 


Even harmonious co-operation 
between both state and Federal 
enforcement agencies would be 
unable to obtain any measure of 
success, he stated. He declared for 
“repeal, liberal modification, or 
popular nullification,” of the 
eighteenth amendment, “when § it 
would become as dead as a smoked 
herring.”’ 


Prohibition and Taxes. 

Major Albert Bond Lambert, 
who spoke on “Prohibition As It 
Affects the Tax Question” stated 
that of every dollar paid for taxes 
7 per cent was the cost of prohi- 
bition and another 12 per cent the 
cost of crime that could be charged 
to the eighteenth arhendment. 

He described prohibition as “a 

parasitic burden that must be 
dumped from our shoulders.” 
Mrs. Clifford W. Gaylord, State 
chairman of the Women’s Organi- 
zation, defined its policy as advo- 
cating repéal’' of the BHighteenth 
Amendment, and a return to each 
State of its power to regulate the 
manufacture, sale and transporta- 
tion of intoxicating beverages with- 
in its own borders.” Mrs. Gaylord 
spoke at an afternoon meeting at 
the St. Louis Country Club, where 
business sessions were held. 

Support of the Beck-Linthicum 
measure in. Congress, which ad- 
vocates an amendment to the’ 
Eighteenth Amendment to permit 
individual State regulation, was 
urged at the afternoon meeting, 
the delegates being requested to 
telegraph their Congressmen and 
Senators to support the measure.

Dempsey Jackson Says 
Fred Risinger Told Him 
He’d ‘Get Him’ If He 
Gave Dry Testimony. 


The Government began its fifth 
day of presenting evidence of 
liquor traffic in Massac County, 


Ill., in the Federal Court at East 
St. Louis today in the trial of 
Sheriff George Krueger and his 
Chief Deputy Fred: Risinger, 
charged with 20 others for con- 
spiracy to violate the prohibition 
act. 

Dempsey Jackson, a Negro and 
one of the nine defendants who en- 
tered pleas of guilty, testified Ris- 
inger had threatened him for ap- 
pearing as a Government witness 
in the recent trial of Ben Fick at 
Cairo, 1l)l., who was convicted and 
sentenced to a year and a day in 
prison. Fick is a co-defendant in 
the case on trial but was granted a 
severance. 

Risinger visited him at his farm 
near Metropolis, the County seat 
of Massac County, Jackson  testi- 
fied, and accused him of “telling 
a mess of lies,” which he denied. 
Jackson said Risinger replied, 
“When I get ready, I'll come back 
here and get you.” 


Tells of Finding Still. 

On two occasions, Jackson tes- 
tified, he saw Risinger pass his 
house and walk toward  Fick’s 
farm, which was nearby. In the 
spring of 1928, when Risinger was 
| Sheriff and Krueger his chief depu- 
ty, he followed the route Risinger 
had taken, Jackson said, and found 
a still in operation on Fick’s prop- 
erty. On cross-examination, Jack- 
son admitted he had been prose- 
cuted twice for liquor violations 
following arrests by Risinger and 
Krueger. 

Alvah Rushing, another defend- 
ant who pleaded guilty, said he 
worked during 1928 at a barbecue 
stand operated by Joseph Dean, a 
co-defendant, und he sold whisky 
and beer ther... He said he re- 
called seeing Risinger and Krueger 
purchase beer at the barbecue 
stand. 


‘jy! “Dean wanted me to haul whisky 


_in a wagon that I was using to haul 


‘cinders, but I told him I was afraid 


of the Sheriff,” Rushing testified, 
adding that Dean replied, “I’m not 
scared of the county officers, but I 
am scarec of the Federals.” 

Says He Was Offered $400. 

Earl Dorch, Negro undertaker at 
Metropolis, testified that after the 
grand jury had returned its indict- 
ment against Krucger and the oth- 
ers in November, Dean visited him 
and offered $400 and Deputy Sher- 
iff’s jab in Massac County if he 
would “frame” Roscoe Roberts, a 
Negro, who had given assistance to 
the Government in the investigation 
of the case. 

Another witness, Mrs. Minnie 
Overmark, testified that one night 
last July che saw Risinger send a 
Negro to the rear of the county jail 
with an empty bo.tle at the request 
of two men who were seated in a 
car. Wen the Negro returned 
with the bottle, one of the men 
handed him a bill in exchange. The 
i'two men, she testified, drank from 
‘the bottle on the Courthouse lawn. 

Previously, witnesses once held 
in the jail, testified that a Negro 
trusty had sold them whisky 
brought from a shed in the rear of 
the jail. 

The names of three defendants, 
Frank McGhee, George Hillebrand 
and Fred Potterbaum, not men- 
tioned before in evidence, were 
brought into the testimony by 
Herman Peterson, a confessed boot- 
legger, and brother of Edgar and 
Oscar Peterson, defendants who 
have pleaded guilty. 

Sheriff “His Buddy.” 

Peterson said he and his broth- 
ers operated a still on their Massac 
County farm and sold whisky to 
McGhee and Hillebrand. Hille- 
brand was handling liquor openly, 
the witness said, and on being 
asked if he was not afraid of a 
raid, replied, “Risinger and Krue- 
ger are my buddies,” 

Last :ummer he was “shooting 
craps” at Fred Potterbaum’s farm, 
Peterson testified, when Cecil Hen- 
derson, a defendant who worked 
for Risinger, drove up anu asked 
Potterbaum if he needed any bar- 
rels, that Risinger and he “had 
plenty.” It had been testified pre- 
viously that Henderson. hauled 
whisky, concealed in his garbage 
truck, from a storage shed in the 
rear of the jail.

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COST OF LIVING DROP 
11 PCT. IN 1931 HER 


Reduction Greater Than Aver- 
age of 32 Other Large 
Cities in U. S. 


The cost of living in St. Louis 
decreased 11 per cent during 193), 
as compared with a drop of 9.3 per 
cent in the average of 32 large cit- 
ies scattered throughout the coun- 
try, the Labor Statistics Bureau fig- 
|ures disclose. Only two cities sur- 
passed St. Louis during the past 
year in the reduction of living 
costs, Birmingham with a drop of 
12.9 per cent and Detroit with 12.2 
per cent. 

During the six ‘months’ period 
from June 30 to Dec. 81 the de- 
crease in St. Louis was 4.8 per cent, 


decrease of 3 per cent. Cities with 
greater decreases during this period 
were: Detroit, 5.7 per cent; - Sa- 
vannah, 4.8; Houston, 4.7, and At- 
lanta, 4.6. 

St. Louis, however, lagged other 


June, 1920. The St. Louis drop 
during the 11%-year period was 
31.9 per cent; the average for the 
large cities was 32.7. Detroit, with 
a decrease of 39.9 per cent, led the 
list. Other cities with larger de- 
creases than St. Louis were: Bir- 
mingham, 36.3; Atlanta and Savan- 
nah, 36.1; Jacksonville, 35.1; Kan- 
sas City, 34.5; Portland, Ore., 34.2; 
Indianapolis, 34; Denver and Mo- 
bile, 33.3 and Norfolk, Va., 33. 

Likewise, several cities had great- 
er decreases from December, 1917, 
to December, 1931. The cost of 
living in St. Louis is still 1.4 per 
cent above what it was in 1917, 
whereas in Birmingham the cost 
is 9.6 per cent under 1917 costs, 
in Atlanta, 6.2 per cent under, and 
in Kansas City 1.1 per cent. Pres- 
ent costs in Scranton are 8.4 per 
cent over 1917 costs, in Cincinnati, 
5.8 per cent, and in Pittsburg, 4.5 
per cent. 

No figures were compiled for St. 
Louis for the period from 1914 to 
1931. Statistics for 19 other cit- 
ies, however, disclosed that pres- 
ent living costs are r‘most half 
again as much as tl y were 16 
years ago. The general average 
for the 19 cities during this period 
was 45.8 per cent. although Balti- 
more, 
Philadelphia had increases of more 
than 50 per cent. On the basis of 
other statistics, St. Louis probably 
would be slightly above the general 
average but below the highest fig- 
ures, 

The bureau's figures for St. Louis 

for the period from December, 
1917 to 1931, show that rent has 
gone up 44 per cent, fuel and light 
20.7 per cent and miscellaneous 
items, 39.2 per cent, while food has 
dropped 29.8 per cent, clothing 19.2 
per cent, and house _ § furnishinz 
goods, 6 per cent. 
No itemized figures were given 
for St. Louis for the period from 
1913 to 1931, but the average in- 
creases for the United States were 
as follows: Food, 14.3 per cent; 
clothing, 35.5 per cent; rent, 36.2 
per cent; fuel and light, 68 per 
cent; house furnishing goods. 67.1 
per cent and miscellaneous 105.4 
per cent.

Judge Nortoni Declines Request for 

Reduction from $4100.000 to 
$150,000. 

Attorneys for the St. Louis 

Amusement Co., which was placed 

in receivership about two months 


ago, asked Circuit Judge Nortoni 
yesterday to accept a bond of $150,- 
000 in connection with an intended 
appeal of the receivership decision 
to the Supreme Court of Missouri, 
but the Judge refused. In granting 
the right of appeal on Dec. 15, Cir- 
cuit Judge Rosskopf had fixed the 
bond at $400,000, and Judge Nor- 
toni adhered to this sum. 

Counsel for the company said to- 
day they were considering a re- 
quest to the Supreme Court to force 
aceeptance of the $150,000 bond, 
which they believe adequate. The 
appeal could be carried out with- 
out posting bond, but in that case 
the authority of the receivers, now 
in charge, would not be set aside 
during the appeal. The courts usu- 
ally fix appeal bonds in relation to 
the value of assets involved. 

The size of appeal bond in the 
receivership of Skouras Bros, En- 
terprises will be taken up by law- 
yers for the company with Judge 
Nortoni tomorrow, a motion for a 
new trial in that case having been 
overruled. Warner Bros, Pictures, 
Inc., controls both Skouras Bros., a 
movie holding company, and S8&t. 
Louis Amusement, operator of 23 
neighborhood movies. The two con- 
cerns were thrown into receivership 
simultaneously in suits by minority 
stockholders led by Harry Koplar.

At Organization’s Annual 
Meeting He Stresses Need 
for Continuity of Leader- 


ship. 


Robert W. Kelso, whose resigna- 
tion as director of the Community 
Fund was announced yesterday, 
presided today at the tenth annual 
meeting of the fund organization 
ot the Downtown Y. M. C. A. and 
reviewed its record since it was es- 
tablished. 

The fund has grown, her eported, 
from $1,124,000 raised for the needs 
of 25 agencies in 1923, to $2,458,- 
000 contributed for the 51 agencies 
of the Community Fund and the 
Citizens’ Committee on. Relief and 
Employment in 1932. Of this the 


Community Fund is to receive 75 
per cent, or $1,843,500. 


During the 10 years the fund has 


sought contributions totaling $18,- 
975,000 and obtained $17,508,500, 
or $1,466,500 less than the goal. 

In only three years. 1923, 1930 
and 1931, Kelso reported, was the 
goal reached or exceeded. The defi- 
cit for this year, when $3,900,000 
was sought, was the largest, and 
the fund will have available for its 
agencies about 13 per cent less than 
was appropriated last year, al- 
though relief needs are about three 
and a half times greater and hos- 
pital deficits are larger. 


Number of Donors Grows. 

The record of giving by people 
of St. Louis and the county, Kelso 
said, presented an example of high- 
ly commendable civic consciousness 
and this despite the fact that the 
need for gifts in most years ex- 
ceeded the total contributed. The 
number of individuals who gave 
$250 or more had almost doubled in 
the 10 years, Kelso said, and the 
total number of donors had risen 
from 75,000 in the beginning to 
149,165 last year. 

Kelso related that when he came 
to St. Louis three years ago the 
fund was without standardized 
principles of action which he said 
should guide a public trust such as 
a Community Fund. Some of these 
had been worked out, he said, in 
such form that they might serve as 
permanent reference records. 
Among them he mentioned defini- 
tions of the authority of the Com- 


cies, of the things required to make 
agencies eligible to participate in 
the fund, of the functions of the 
fund's Budget Coinmittee and of 
the relation between the Communi- 
ty Fund and Community Council. 

The last, he said, had not yet 
achieved definite form, but when 
it had been clarified the council 
would be recognized as a fact-find- 


character, saying they had beeh 
found meritorious by the Russell 
Sage Foundation as stimulating ex- 
periments in social work. He add- 
ed, however: “If I, as the originator 
of what we call ‘radio editorials’ 
am told that I cannot discuss this 
subject or that, there is only one 
thing for me to do and that is stop 
talking. I can have no objection to 
others expressing their own ideas, 
but I cannot accept them for my 
own.” 

As director of the Community 
Fund and Community Council, 
Kelso received an annual salary of 
$15,000, of which the Council paid 
$5000. He is 50 years old, a Har- 
vard graduate and a former presi- 
dent of the National Conference of 
Social Workers. He has written 
books and lectured on social prob- 
lems.

Printing Unions Lead Labor 
In Relief for Unemployed 


Typographical Organization Pays Idle Mem- 
bers $1000 to $1500 Weekly—Press- 
men Favor 5-Day Week. 


Printing crafts have taken the 
lead among labor unions in St. 
Louis in assisting unemployed 
members, it was disclosed in an in- 
quiry by the Post-Dispatch to learn 
what the unions are doing for mem- 
bers out of jobs. There is no gen- 
eral relief program among labor 
organizations. 

Typographical Union No. 8, with 
1400 members, started making 
weekly payments to unemployed 
printers in November, 1930. Work- 
ing members are assessed 2 per 
cent of their monthly earnings. The 
fund derived through the assess- 
ment amounts to between $4300 and 
$4600 monthly, depending on the 
number of men working, while the 
relief disbursement varies from 
$1000 to $1500 weekly on the same 
basis. Unemployed printers with 
dependents receive $10 a week, 
while unmarried men are allowed 
To be eligible for relief, the 
printer must have been a member 
of theslocal union at least a year. 

At present between 150 and 160 
printers are receiving weekly relief 
payments. If a printer works one 
day a week he may not sign the 
relief roll. Unemployed members 
are excused from payment of dues 
to the local union, which are based 
on earnings, but are required to 
pay a per capita tax amounting to 
$90 cents monthly. The relief as- 
sessment is voted on every four 
months, and the next ballot will be 
taken in March. 

Pressmen Aid Unemployed. 

The Printing Pressmen’s .Union 
has been paying its unemployed 
members $7 weekly for about 18 
months through an -assessment of 
5 per cent on the earnings of work- 
ing pressmen. The union has 340 
members, of whom: only 100 are 
employed full time, said Joseph 
Ebeling, secretary. Ebeling ex- 
pressed the opinion that the union 
would sanction a five-day week in 
order to provide work for more 
men, if the shorter week could be 
worked out. 

The Web Pressmen’s Union, 
with 267 members, pays $13 week- 
ly to unemployed members, of 
whom there are about 35. The re- 
lief fund is made up from the gen- 
eral treasury and an assessment of 
50 cents a week on working mem- 
bers.

Few Replies to Inquiries. 

Central] Trades and Labor Union, 
at the request of the American 
Federation of Labor, sen. out @ 
questionnaire to the 125 unions on 
its roll a month ago requesting in- 
formation on relief activities. Only 
three or four replies were received, 
according to David Kreyling, secre- 
tary of the Central Trades, who, 
with other officers of the organiza- 
tion, attributes the lack of response 
to an i vsence of relief measures. 
Kreyling and Dan Murphy. presi- 
dent of the C-ntral Trades, say 
they are unable to estimate the 
number of unemployed among the 
approximately 70,000 members of 
the 125 unions in their group. 

Representatives of the Building 
Trades Council, comprising 17 or- 
ganizations with a combined mem- 
bership of 18,000 men, declined to 
disclose what relief measures, if 
any, the unions are engaged in, on 
the theory that to do so would 
work a hardship on the unem- 
ployed by causing them to be elim- 
inated as beneficiaries of relief 
from organized charities. The five- 
day week in the building trades is 
designed ‘as an unemployment re- 
lief measure, and several unions 
have arranged for their members 
to work alternate weeks to spread 
out availabie work. These meas- 
ures give only partial relief at pres- 
ent, it being estimated that there 
are jobs for only about 30 per cent 
of the building craftsmen now.

MADISON, Wis., Jan. 29.—Gov. 
Philip F. La Follette has signed 
the. new Wisconsin unemployment 
insurance law, making his State 
the first to put such legislation into 
effect. The law requires industries 
to set up reserves to insure against 
idleness, workmen earning less than 
$1500 a year. The sponsor of the 
law, Assemblyman Harold Groves, 
who is professor of economies at 
the University of Wisconsin, argued 
that persons earning more are 
more 
against unemployment. The law 
applies only to firms employing 10 
persons or more. 

Industries are given until July, 
1933, to cover 175,000 workers with 
the insurance.

The St. Olaf Lutheran Choir of 
Northfield, Minn., made its annual 
appearance at the, Odeon last night 
and delivered a remarkable dem- 
onstration of choral singing.

Yet it must be recognized that a 
heavy responsibility for his record 
falls upon the party and nation 
which elected a man of moderate 
abilities, weak judgment of char- 
acter, excessive amiability and total 
lack of vigilance to so exacting an 
office. In minor station he was 
a useful and likeable man, and it 
was his cruel misfortune that he 
was lifted to a post beyond his 
powers.”

PARIS, Jan. 29.—American Am- 
bassador Walter E. Edge formally 
protested yesterday against French 
quota restrictions on American im- 
portations as unfair and was told 
by Minister of Commerce Rollin 
that such measures were necessary.

‘Ambassador that the French Gov- 
ernment would consider “as far as 
possible’ the American representa- 
tions, directed especially at the re- 
ductions on radio imports. 

Edge told Rollin that by increas- 
ing the restrictions on American 
imports, France was arousing pub- 
lic opinion in the United States to 
an extent that would be difficult 
to appease. 

France failed to consult Ameri- 
| can industries before drawing up 
| the new regulations, although it 
apparently entered into negotiations 
with industrialists of other nations, 
he added. For that reason he be- 
lieved the methods employed were 
discriminatory. 

The Ambassador’s call at the 
French Ministry of Commerce was 
made with diplomatic formality. 
Edge taking with«him members of 
his staff. Afterward an official 
note said that Rollin “explained 
and justified the necessity of such 
measures.” 

“At the same time,” the note 
said, “he assured Mr. Edge that 
in their arrangement and applica- 
tion the French Government would 
not fail to take into account as far 
as possible the desiderata which 
the Ambassador proposed.”

Succumbs at 80.

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—L. Cass 
Ledyard, one time personal counsel 
to the elder J. Pierpont Morgan, 
died Wednesday night of heart dis- 
ease at the age of 80.

Just as strawberries are becom- 
ing an o14 story, rhubarb, another 
delicacy, also formerly only to be 
obtained in the spring months, is 
seen in profusion in the markets. 

True, it is not very cheap yet, 
but as one worfan remarked the 
other day, “rhubarb is cheap at 
any price, for it has so much to 
recommend it. Nothing whips up 
a winter-tired appetite so well as 
a dish of well prepared rhubarb 
sance, and it will be a welcome 
substitute occasionally for oranges 
and grapefruit at breakfast.” 

Our grandmothers believed that 
rhubarb had decided medicinal val- 
ue, and it was counted among the 
spring food tonics. 

Rhubarb sauce goes well with 
veal or pork and may replace the 
over-worked applesauce. 

It's too early perhaps to make 
rhubarb pies, for that takes a lot, 
but why not have rhubarb flavored 
pies by combining other fruits with 
it? 

For those who like the rhubarb 
flavor, a pie made by combining 
Yprunes and rhubarb or canned 


satisfactory. The prune combina- 
tion is especially good, as the fruit 
is sweet enough to reduce some of 
the acidity of the rhubarb without 
destroying its flavor. 

And some day when you are 
having a tea, serve rhubarb punch 
and see if your guests don’t ask 
how you make it.

Many Common Vegetables Sug- 
gested for Economy 
and Health. 


Loin of pork, roasted crisp and 
brown, makes the meat course for 
Sunday dinner in the week's menu 
published today. There is only one 
precaution in using pork—bé sure 
that it is well cooked. A quick heat 
until the meat is browned, then a 
very moderate temperature, allow- 
ing 30 minytes cooking for each 
pound of the raast. Never eat raw 
or underdone pork, as serious ill-

Sweet potatoes are particularly 
good this winter, and when boiled 
and mashed to a light, fluffy mix- 
ture, they are a fine accompani- 
ment to; the pork. Use them for 
dinner, together with boiled or 
canned beets reheated and seaggned 
with butter, salt, pepper and one 
teaspoonful of lemon juice. 

Serve the creamed salmon on 
Monday over toasted rolls left from 
breakfast with crisp, tender raw cel- 
ery. There are few better food com- 
binations than this. Cabbage boiled

OLD TIME DESSERTS 


Been Favorites for Genera- 
tions.

There are some of the old-time 
desserts that never lose their popu- 
larity and to which we turn with 
appreciation after a period of 
“new-fangled”’ dishes. Creamy rice 


of whipped cream, steamed cran- 
berry pudding with plenty of fluffy 
hard sauce and baked caramel cus- 


always welcome, but that, alas, are 
often a disappointment because 
they are carelessly prepared, or 


the ‘‘real thing.” 

The following recipes have stood 
the test of long usage and are sure 
to be satisfactory if faithfully fol- 
lowed. Each serves six., It will be 
noticed that they are simple as to 
ingredients used, and most of thei 
require rather long cooking and in 
a slow heat. 

Creamy Rice Pudding. 

Wash one-half cup rice several 
times in cold water—that is wash, 
drain and wash again. Put in a 
saucepan with one cup boiling 


and boil for six to eight minutes 
or until the water is § absorbed. 
Turn into a deep pudding dish and 
add four cups scalded milk, one- 
half cup sugar and one-fourth tea- 
spoon grated nutmeg: Bake in a 
slow oven for an hour, stirring 
twice during that time. Then add 
two more cups milk and two ta- 
blespoons butter and cook an haur 
longer without stirring. If raisins 
are liked add them at this time. 
Serve hot or cold. 

Prune Pie. 


with cold water and heat slowly to 
the boiling point. Simmer or boil 
gently for an hour or until the 
prunes are plump and tender and 


the water about two-thirds ab- 
sorbed. Cool, cut each prune in 
half and remove the pits. Mix one- 
half cup sugar with two teaspoons. 
cornstarch and stir into the prune 
juice. Stir constantly over a slow 
fire until thickened, smooth and 
boiling. Add the- prunes, mix 
lightly, and set aside to cool? Bake 
pie dough over an inverted pie 
plate in a hot oven until browned. 
Cool, slip from the plate to a serv- 
ing dish and fill with the prune 
mixture. Chill, cover with whipped 
sweetened cream or a stiff custard 
sauce and serve cold. 


Caramel Custard. 
Put one cup granulated sugar in 


@small saucepan and stir con- 
stantly over a slow fire until melt- 
ed, smooth and a dark tan in color. 
It will burn easily, so be careful to 
keep the heat low. Remove from 
the fire as soon as melted and free 
from lumps, and carefully pour in 
one-half cup boiling water. ThRe 
sugar will harden almost at once 
when the water touches it, and will 


steam a great deal. Be careful not 
to get too close to it. Put the

Beat four eggs until light,.add one- 
half cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
nutmeg, one-half teaspoon salt and 
four cups scalded milk. Pour into 
the baking dish, place the dish in 
a pan of hot water and bake in a 
moderate oven for an hour or until 
firm. Cool slowly and serve chilled.

Steamed Cranberry Pudding. 
Wash two cups ripe cranberries. 
chop coarsely and mix with three- 
fourths cup sugar and two table- 
spoons flour. Mix and sift two 
cups flour with one-fourth cup sug- 
ar, one-fourth teaspoon cinnamon, 
one-half teaspoon baking soda and 
one teaspoon baking powder. Rub 
one-half cup finely chopped suet 
into the flour. Add two well-beaten 
egzs mixed with three-fourths cup 
milk and then the cranberries last.

equal parts of cream cheese and 
roquefort cheese are a delicious ac- 
companiment for salad at a com. 
pany luncheon or buffet supper. 
Have the puffs not more than half 
an inch in diameter. 

Correct measurements are recom- 
mended for success in any cooking 
operation, but they are essential to 
insure good results in baking. Flour 
should always be sifted before 
measuring and then sifted again 
after measuring. All measurements 
should be level ones. 

Jams and marmalades for winter 
use may be very satisfactorily made 
from the dried fruits—peaches, 
apricots, prunes, etc. Dried apri- 
cots and canned cryshed pineapple 
make a delicious jam; apricots and 
prunes or any of the fruits named 
may be usé€d alone. 

If you have been too liberal with 
salt in seasoning soup, cut a raw 
potato in rather thick slices and 
drop in the soup. Remove after a 
few minutes, as the potato absorbs 
some of the salt. Another handy 
use for raw potato is to put a small 
thick piece on the end of your 
knife when peeling onions. The 
potato absorbs the onion fumes and 
saves many tears. 

A delicious simple frozen salad 
is made by mashing two cream 
cheese with one-fourth cup milk 
and one-half cup jelly or jam and 
then freezing it in a small brick 
mold or jin the freezing pan of your 
automatic refrigerator. Cut in 
squares for serving, place on small 
crisp lettuce leaves and garnish 
with a hittle of the jelly, a piece of 
bright-colored fruit, etc., and serve 
with cream mayonnaise. 

If pecan nuts are soaked over 
night in cold water, it is an easy 
matter to remove the meats whole 
when the nuts are cracked. Crack 
the nuts on the end if possible. 

An excellent, quick dessert is 
made by pouring three cups thin 
hot, sweetened apple’ sauce over 
two cups stale bread crumbs. Mix, 
pour into a buttered pudding wold 
and set aside to chill. Turn out 
and cover with a coating of whip- 
ped sweetened cream or evaporat- |. 
ed milk, or serve with chilled 
boiled custard flavored with lemon 
extract. Stewed cranberries rub- 
bed through a strainer, or any 
stewed berries may be uséd in the 
same way. 

There are crisp rye biscuits—flat, 
thin cakes—that are delicious with 
soups or salads and a nice change 
in the bread line. Another rather 
new convenience are the biscuits 
that come all ready mixed and cut, 
neatly packed in a tin and ready 
to bake. 

Kale is a vegetable that is de- 
serving of more general] use. When 
preparing it, cut off the coarse 
stems, using only the leaves. Wash 
thoroughly and cook in boiling 
water for 20 minutes. Drain, chop 
very fine and season with salt, pep- 
per and butter. A little lemon 
juice or vinegar may be added if 
desired.

One St. Louis mother, who has a 
son and daughter, both in high 
school, has inaugurated informal 
Friday afternoon tea dances in her 
home, to which the young people 
come every week fer an hour or so 
after school. 

“Tt keeps me in touch with 
my children’s companions, and it 
makes my own glad they have @ 
home in which other girls and boys 
are welcome,’ she wisely reasons. 

Hot chocolate and sandwiches are 
all she serves, but every week the 
sandwiches vary. Some of the most 
popular are given below: 

Chop one-half pound blanched, 
teested almonds very fine and mix 
with marmalade to make a paste 
that can be easily spread. Spread 
On small slices of white of whole- 
wheat bread for open-faced sand- 
wishes. Garnish each with a 
whole toasted almond. 

Mix one cream cheese with two 
tablespoons anchovy paste, one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce and 
one teaspoon lemon juice. Spread 
on white or whole-wheat bread, cut 
in dainty shapes and gdrnish each 
sandwich with a slice of stuffed 
olive. 

Mix one cream cheese with one- 
balf cup chepped candied fruit— 
any mixture such as cherries and 
pineapple, green gages, pineapple 
or apricots. Spread on nut bread. 

Mix one cup chopped American 
cheese with one cup chopped boiled 
ham, two tablespoons chili sauce or 
catsup and one teaspoon prepared 
mustard, Spread between lightly 
buttered slicég of white bread and 
toast just before serving. 


CREOLE VEAL 
WITH RICE AND TOMATO 


Have two pounds lean breast. of 
veal cut in pieces for serving. 
Sprinkle each piece with salt, pep- 
per and flour and brown quickly in 
a little hot drippings in a frying 
pan. Put the browned meat in a 
kettle, add two sliced onions to the 
fat and brown lightly. Put in the 
pan with the meat, add two cups 
boiling water and two cups canned 
tomatoes and simmer for one and 
one-quarter hours, or until the meat 
is tender. 

Meanwhile boil one and one-half 
cups rice in salted water for 20 
minutes. Melt two tablespoons drip- 
pings or butter, add a canned, pi- 
mento and a shredded green 
pepper and cook for five minutes. 
Drain the rice, add the pepper mix- 
ture and pile in the center of a hot 
platter. Arrange the meat around 
the rice, thicken the gravy with 
two tablespoons flour and pour 
around it. 

Baked Stuffed Eggs. 


Cut five hard-boiled eggs in 
halves lengthwise; remove yolks, 


imash, add three tablespoons of 


American cheese grated, one tea- 
spoon of vinegar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon of mustard, one teaspoon of 
salt and a few grains of cayenne. 
Add one tablespoon of melted but- 
ter. Shape in balis and refill 
whites. Place in baking dish, pour 
around one cup of white sauce and 
bake in moderate oven with but- 
tered crumbs. 
Fried Onion Slices. 

Slice medium large onion into 
half-inch slices, crosswise. Soak in 
milk for half an hour. Dip into 
exe, then fry in deep fat until me- 
dium brown. 


Sift one cup of flour once, meas- 
ure, add one teaspoon of baking 
powder and one-fourth teaspoon of 
sale and sift again. Combine three- 
fourths cup of milk and one well- 
beaten ‘egg and add to flour. Stir 
until smooth. Add one and one- 
half tablespoons of meited butter or 
other shortening. Bake on hot, 
well-greased griddle and serve with 
syrup. 

Sift one and one-fourth cups of 
flour once, add three-fourths tea- 
spoon of salt, two teaspoons of 
sugar and three teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder and sift again. Com- 
bine two egg yolks, well beaten, 
and one and three-fourths cups of 
milk, Add to flour gradually, stir- 
ring only until smooth. Add one cup 
of bran flakes and one tablespoon of 
butter, melted. Fold in the atiffly 
beaten whites of two eggs. 


MOLASSES CAKE 


Put one-half cup water in «a 
saucepan and add one-quarter cup 
shortening. Heat to the boiling 
point, remove from the fire and add 
one cup dark molasses. Sift two 
and one-half cups flour with one 
teaspoon baking soda, one téaspoon 
cinnamon, one teaspoon’ ginger, 
one-half teaspoon salt and one-half 
teaspoon cloves. 

Add one-quarter cyp sugar and 
stir into the liquid mixture. Beat 
to mix, pour into a greased baking 
pan and bake in a moderate oven 
for 40 minutes. Cut in squares for 
serving.

Examination Follows Suicide of 
the President, Russell 
E. Hamill. 


The First National Bank of I*ree- 
burg, IIL, closed yesterday by order 
of the Chief National Bank Exam- 
iner after the president, Russell E. 
Hamill, shot and killed himself, 
was reopened today following an 
investigation by an attache of the 
examiners’ office. 

“T said at-once that we were in 
good condition,” Miss Susie N. 
Wolf, the cashier, stated today. 
“This proves it. If we weren't, the 
bank examiner would never let us 
open.” 

Miss Wolf said Hamill had been 
worrying because the bank, as a 
matter of policy this year, aban- 
doned its previous practice of cash- 
ing coupons and _ interest certifi- 
cates on securities it had sold, and 
began accepting them for collec- 
tion instead. This subjected Hamill 
to criticism, and he had been wor- 
rying, Miss Wolf said. The bank 
has deposits of about $400,000 and 
resources in excess of $579,000. 

A Coroner’s jury last night re- 
turned a verdict of “death from a 


gunsHot wound, with suicidal in- 
tent.”” Hamill, who was 60 years 


old, shot himself in the head while 
descending the stairs in his home 
yesterday. Funeral services will be 
held Sunday afternoon.

TELLS HOW WIFE TRIED 
AID BANKRUPT FIRM 


Head of Rolla Shoe Plant 
Obliged to Give Up Equip- 
ment to Her. 


William Pennington, president of 
the bankrupt Pennington Gilbert 
Shoe Co. of Rolla, Mo., related to- 
day, when examined before Referee 
in Bankruptcy Coles, how shoe 
manufacturing equipment, which 
cost $60,000 seven years ago, passed 
into the hands of his wife last July, 
a month -Ecfore the company was 
placed in bankruptcy. 

Pennington said he had given his 


-wife $10,000 or $12,000 as a present 


more than five years ago and that 
in 1927 she had Ient the money to 
the corporation, later accepting 
stock and a note for $3200 in settle- 
ment, 

When the note was not paid, Pen- 


nington testified, his wife indorsed 
it to a straw man, an employe of 
the company’s counsel, and the 
straw man sued in Chicago and ob- 
tained a judgment. Judgment was

confirmed later in a suit at Mexico, 
Mo., and the property was ordered 
sold to satisfy the claim, Penning- 
ton said. Equipment of the fac- 
tory, except for some items which 
sold for $150, was bid in by an 
attorney representing Pennington’s 
wife, with a bid of $1700, which 
required her to put up no cash, the 
$1700 simply being applied as a 
credit against the note. 


The equipment, Pennington tes- 
tified, had cost $60,000, but allow- 
ances for depreciation had brought 
its book value down to $17,500 at 
the time of the sale. “Shoe ma- 
chinery,” he explained, “depreci- 
ates rapidly and its value melts 
away like snow.” 

“Certainly it melted away like 
snow in this case,’’ the Referee 
commented. 


The company listed in its bank- 
ruptcy schedules $15,971 in liabill- 
ties and $4.04 in accounts receiv- 
able as assets. The schedules, Pen- 
nington said, failed to list a debt of 
$55,000 owed to Bristol Shoe Co. 
of Rolla, which owns 61 per cent 
of the capital stock of the Pennings- 


ton-Gilbert Co. 

Citizens of Rolla subscribed $85,- 
000 to build a factory for the Pen- 
nington-Gilbert Co. when it was or- 
ganized in January, 19:5. This was 
done, and the building leased to the 
company, with the understanding 
that it would afford employment 
to a specified number of residents 
and that its payroil would total an 


amount agreed upon.
